May I point out that running water is avproximately 
150 feet from the chosen site for this school and the soil 
is sandy. I would strongly recommend that water be supplied 
the school and also running-water toilets for the teacher's 
residence be installed, [ am informed by the Contractor 
that the difference in cost would not te great and estimates 
for tnese installations are included,

At the inspection of this school, I 
noticed that the windows in the bedroom of the 
teacherage were not casement windows, TI was 
unable to meet the Contractor while there but 
I left instructions with the Clerk as Mr. Burk 
was absent, to have these windows changed. It 
is essential to have fresh air in the bedroom, 


The school itself has been very wel) 
built and the Contractor has done a commendable 
job. Unfortunately, the school has been set a 
little low. It could very easily have been two 
feet higher which would have avoided the necessity 
of a sump pump and at the Same time would have 
improved the ground, The levelling off should be 
done by the Contractor. There is a small hill 
which drains towards the school. This may have to 
be levelled. I have asked the Clerk to have an 
estimate made and submit it to this office for 
consideration,

(6) In the event of default being made in payment of any money owing Powe to pay 
in respect of wages of any workmen employed on the said work and if a claim be 1 F 
therefor is filed in the office of the Minister and proof thereof satisfactory to the payment by 
Minister is furnished, the said Minister may pay such claim out of the moneys @""™§

(7) These conditions shall extend and apply to moneys payable for the use 
or hire of horses or teams, and the persons entitled to payments for the use or 
hire of horses or teams shall have the like rights in respect of moneys s@owing 
them as if such moneys were payable to them in respect of wages.

Re my communication of the 29th. of January 
and your reply thereto of the 2lst. of February last, in 
connection with a boarding echool at Berens ' River, I have 
the following information regarding the hatchery which I 
suggested that the Department might consider the 
advisability of using. 

The building measures 50 by 100 feet, outside 
measure. It might be raised and placed upon a concrete 
basement. The mosf*of the basement could be above ground, 
The present ceiling conld be lowered and thus give more 
room in the rooms above. An addition might be made to 
the rear of the building. The ateam boiler that is there 
is in very good condition and could be used for heating. 
There is enough land surrounding the building for play- 
grounds, flower-beds, ¢ 3., and I urn#terstand that the 
people are willing to give more land to be used for 
etable, barn, ete. The problem for water and sewerage is 
easily solved. 

I do not think that this could be made 
as satisfactory as a new building on another site. At the 


same time it might be well for the Department to consider 


the advisability of utilinzing this building

In further reference to the Beren's River School, I 
moat respectfully beg to state that I am convinced that the 
attendance there has developed into a contest between the 
adherents of the Methodist and Gatholic Churches reepectively. 

My office, if nothing else, prohibite me from taking 

sides with either, it being imposeible to be fair to one without 
being just to all and it appears impcesible for justice to be 
done so long as any Church hes has any power or influence, what- 
ever in the day schoole in the reserves. In the industrial 
schools it is a different matter, the Indians have a choice and 
can send their children to an industrial school managed by people 


of their own faith. T know the Department only grant to the 


Churches the privélége of appointing the teacher, but this 


courtesy is often aadly presumed upon and overreached, for in 
spite of our so called civilization and christianity we are apt 
te get narrowminded, and perhaps it is only natural, and therefore 
to be expected, that we should endeavour to enlarge the borders 
of our tents. From @ ochrietian etandpoint this is ocumendable 
but for the Department, whose attitude muet be the same to all 
Indians, ite difficulties and tribulations are, un-necessarily 
multiplied. 

I believe every kindness and assistance possible 
should be given our Churches to establish Christian teaching 
to our Indians in the reserves, but, as the bi-lingual system 
in cur white schools has been the cause of race prejudice, in 
many districts, the abuse of a privilege, in connection with

Then at Pekangekum at the treaty payments, Dr J.P, 
Paleson, ¥.D., drew my attention to the fact that George Sinclair 
Waa in @ very advanced stage of consumption and that as Mr Stevens 
knew thie Mr Sinclair #ehoula not have been appointed to the office 
of teacher, his unfortunate condition being a menace to the health 
of the children. Dr Paleson stated that he would make mention of 
this matter in his report. 

I advised Mr Stevens that, while there wae perheps not #6 much 
danger of Mr Sinolair epreading hie disease at Pekangekum during 
the summer weather when the door could be always open, it would 
appear unadvigable in a closed and warm building during the winter 
monthe. While every sympathy can be shewn Mr Sinolaeir 
for hie lamentable state of health it would seem wise to appoint 
& person more robust to conduct the Berens River school,

Our chief ob- 
stacle is the procuring of one or even two machines, These 
may be of any kind, even obsolete, as long as the key-board 
is fairly similer to the leter mskes. What we want is some- 
thing to hammer away on until we get the idea of fingering, 
ete, If we can get such machines then I shall endeavor to 
take « course in the theory. I am not decided as to the 
shorthand. Would you advise it?" 


You will gather from this that Mr. Street is trying 
to keep up to date and is endeavoring to interest the young people in 
the various lines of work. ‘The question in my mind is whether the De- 
pertment would agree with his proposition to teach the use of the 
typewriter. We think that we could find him # couple of second hand 
machines if the Department would be willing that he should put this on 
his curriculum.

While making the annuity payments 
at Berens River we inspected the present school and 
interviewed Mr. C.D, Street, schoolteacher, who 
stated that they woulda require a school 60 x 30 with 
a full sise basement. The building to have a belfrey 
and ® bell sige 22. The School to accomodate 60 pupile. 
The building to be built on the present site and equipped 
with storm windows, Screens, eavetrough and a furnace. 
Aliso to be painted grey. 


The old building could be torn down 
and the lumber used by Indians only for the remir of 
their homes on the Reserve. The ReC.MeP. could distribute 
this old lumber. 


I would reconmund a building of 
frame construction with a full sise cement basement. I 
would also recommend that thie work be let by contract 
and that the contractor be allowed to take one man with 
him and the rest of the labour be taken from the reserve, 
ae there are no Indians competent to do the carpenter 
work but many could provide the rough labour. 


I consider that the school should 
be equipped with ea cloakroom and also two new toileta. 
The reason we have asked for eavetroughing ia to protect 
the cement basement. The new chimney should be of 
brick and a full length to the basement, 


Building materials could be supplied 
from Selkirk and should the Department consider building 
this school this year, I would suggest thet the work be 
started at once in order to be ready by the let of 
September when school opens.

I understand that 
the Indian Department is operating séhool vans on other 
Reserves, as for instanoe Fisher River. The man that 
has been doing this work satisfactory so far is a 
former Fisher River Indian, now residing in Berens River. 
He is willing to gontinue for @ Consideration of 
seventy-five cents to one dollar per day.

"The longest distance anyone is from the school is 
34 miles. It seems funny that these children went 
to school in the past without all this fuss, at least 
I never heard of any. Mr. Schuetze is only asking 
for trouble and making the Indians lazier. The man 
who has been driving these children to school is Alex 
Soobrane, who is not a member of the Berens River Band 
and has no right to be living on the Reserve There 
Gre other children going to the R.C. Sehool who do 
not complain about the distance they have to walk 
indeT s ta at Mr. Schuetzewants a school van like 
they have at Fisher River*. 


T wish to state that in my opinion Lance Corp- 
oral Oalcraft has given a wery fair view in this matter. I 
would like to point out that if the Department starts this at 
Berens River, they will want the same at every Reserve along 
the Lake. TI have had requests of this nature from time to 
time but the children have always managed to get to svhool and 
have done so on this Reserve for mahy years You will note in 
Mr. Schuetze's letter that Cochrane wishes to receive 75¢ to 
$1.00 per day. I would like the Department to advise me what 
I should do in a case of this kind. 


I cannot understand why Mr. Schuetse is taking 
up this ms er as he is not the teacher on this Reserve. This 
ia not tue first time that Mr. Schuetge has interfered in the 
handling t) Reserve Lance Jorporal Calcra h always 
been able just any trouble that has come up on this Reserve.

Bay School at Berins River, I must admit that I was somewhat late 
in presenting my request, I also understand thet the Government will 
be loth to vote funds for new work thie year.

A word in regard to the request from the Reman 
Catholics for a day school at Beren’s River. I have 
Just been looking ever the report of 1913,(I have no 
repert for 1914 by me), and I find that in 1913 the 
pepulation at Beren's Rive® is given as 285. 239 are 200 
Methediste and 44 Reman Catholics. ‘There are 51 
children from 6 to 15 years inclusively. This would 
give the Roman Catholics a little less: than 8 children 
of scheol age. I knew it would be a creat impesition 
on the Methedist Church for the Gevernment te give 
assistance to the Reman Catholics at that point fer 
any kind ef a acheol. A couple of years age I had 
considerable difficulty in holding down the fire-brands 
which were preparing te make a blase:ever the Cress 
Lake situation, and I am afraid the blaze would flare 
up if any assistance were given by the Gevernment to 
the Reman Catholics to establish a day scheel at Beren's 
River, The Metheddist Church would never think ef ask- 
ing for Gevernment help on a Reserve where the percentage 


af pepulation were reversed.

your letter of the Iith instant, No F. 417,960 requiring an 
explanation as the discrepancy between the figures relating to 
the number of Roman Catholics ia the Beren's River Reserve, given 
im the annual census table for the fiscal year endedMarch 31at, 
1915, and the number submitted by myself in Octeber last. 

In reply I respectfully beg to state that, when I 
visited the Beren's River reserve in February I915, I attended 
a mecting on the 22nd of that month at which I endeavoured to 
obtain definite information as to the number of Catholics in 


the reserve, but owing to the fact that many of the people were 


absent at the time I was not abies, ascertain with any degregbt 


certainty, the number, other than that there were, including 


a few non treaty children, about 30 children of Catholic parente 
whe would attend a Gatholic scheol, if erected. 

At the annuity payments, when the wheie 
band was aseembied, I was able te arrive at a nearer estimate 
eof the actual mumber of Cathelic families in the Beren's River 
reeerve. In the presence of the Chief and Councillers I 
put the question to each applicant fer «*,.uity, as to what 
deneminatien he or she belenged, but as in your letters you only 
asked fer the names of parents of Catholic children of sohocl 
age, I did not submit names of Catholic adultes whe had ae 
children. Im making up the census for the past fiscal 
year, I could net be positive that the mumber ef Catholics 


exceeded 45, but a considerable increase will be shewn in bhe 
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census column of the statistica for the present fiscal year as 

@® result of my enquiries at the last annuity payments, there 
being several families where the husband is a Protestant and the 
wife a Catholic, also he Wm Gibault, who has a son in the 
Branden Industrial scheol, in stated to be a Catholic, but as 
this man was absent at treaty time, I was unable to ascertain 


as to the correctness of thie staterent.

I have received a letter from the Revd, 
father 8.Perrault, 0.M.I., of 341 Selkirk Ave. Winnipeg, Man, 
atating that a petition has been cent asking for a further 
consideration of the request for the establishment of a Roman 
Catholic School in the Berens River Reserve, 

I enclose a copy of the letter but the petition did not 
accompany the letter. There is a difference between the number of 
children of school age quoted by Father Perrault and the numbor 
in my list submitted to the Department on Ootober 19th I915, but it 
ig possible some children have attained sghool age since that date, 

Father Perrault spoke to me at Berens River upon thie matter 
stating that, ae I wae the representative of the Government in 
regard to mattere pertaining to Indians of the Beresm River Band, 
it would be necessary that the petition should have my recommendstio 
to be favourably considered, 

I do net know what to 
say sbout thie, for everything seems to shew that the Churches are 
defeating the object they profess to have in view by their detirmin- 
ation to secure control in the Indienischools, and in mesg cases it 
eeeme to be a cause of strife, an obstacle to education and creating 
a contempt for Christianity. However, Father Perrault quoted 
sub-section 3 of Section 97 of the Undian Act, and I find myself

Some two years ago a petition was forwarded 
to your Bepartment praying on behalf of the Roman 
Catholic Indians of the Berens River Band Treaty No5- 
that a seperate Indian School be allowed them on their 
reserve, It was shown at the time that the number of 
Roman Catholic children of school age was larger than 
required for the establishment of a seperate school 
according to the Indian Act and Regulations made 
thereunder, 


The anawer of the Department is somehow lost, 
but wae to the effect that the Department did not 
understand how such could be the case with the data 
on hand, The matter seems to have been referred to 
the Indian Agent T.H. Carter, who on the 19th, of 
October 1915, wrote to the Department enclosing a 
list of the Roman Catholic children at Berens River, 
then amounting to 23, This was two years ago, and 
at present there are 50 well authenticated Roman 
Catholic children of school age who would attend - 
not including a few non treaty Indian children living 
closely in the neighborhood.

After experiencing the winter inthe abeve school 
and oe the suffering ef the children caused through 
the abeelutely inadequate care,Which as teacher,! have been 
unable te give them,I am reselved te plead on their behalf, 
te the Gevernment's generesity fer aid in providing them 
with better care fer the next winter, 

The aid I weuld ask is a leg house, size 20x30 ft. 
Half ef which I could use as a home for myself, the other 
half weuld be a dinning reom and rest reom fer the scholars 

Under the present conditions, the ildren walk 
two and three miles,creseing the epen lake in the bitterest 
weather,and remaining all day without even a cup of het 
water. 

when taken suddenly sick, as repeatedly happensé 
in thie February and Maroh epidemic ef La Grip, I had only 
the celd floor on which te lay them. 

With the above building openinginte the schoolr 
reem,I could previde decent care in cases ef emergency 
without neglect ef the ether scholars, and hot meals at 
noon,which I am pesitive weuld prevent much ef the sickness 
aming the children in the winter time. 

My idea of living in the building myself,ie te 
pe in a positien to train the girle in housekeeping and 
cooking,ef which they stand in se much need as future wives 
and mothers. 

Alse I would open up free claseecs ef child nursing 
and care,and sick nursing, beth for the girleand for the 
present mothers ,which I feel would reduce much of the 
sioknessand death which now gee in the reserve.

It was, 
therefore, comstdered only fair that the account covering 
the lay time at Berens River, the tewage from Hueuse te 
Vieteria Beach end the lay time et Victoria Beech should 
be met by your Department . 


Our District Engineer reperts that unless this 
qmount is collected from the Department of Indian Affairs 
he will not have sufficient money to meintaia the helf-pay 
men employed on this Department's plant during the winter, 
ee this additional tug hire hes eaten into the amount 
allotted for that purpose.
